Plttsburg, Aug. 1l-<Injunctions by
the court have put a stop to marches
by the striking miners agalnst the New
York and Cleveland Gas Coil company,
for a time at least, But In the exeécu-
tion of the injunctions, the sherift and
his deputies narrowly escaped precipl-
tating merlous trouble. As It was, the
first blowl of the strike was shed,
Henry SBtewart, one of the sherift’'s dop-
uties etruck Jacob Mott, a druniner of
the MeDonald band, with the odge of &
brasa horn and cut a severe gash over
the The =ight of the blood
wrought up the 1,00 jdle miners to
such a piteh that o desperate conillot
wag Imminent, The deputies algo wera
exclted and noley. The strikers were
Jrering and yelling and urging a turther
rmsh down the road. In that crowd
there were enough angry strikers to
nunihilate four times the force of offi-
cers on the ground. Captain Belling-
Fam, Bherlff Lowry,Chlef Depuly James
Richairds and Superintendent De Ar-
mitt were the only cool men in the as-
semblage. To them and to Captein
Bellingham belongs the eredit of avold-
Ing a riot, When Bellingham saw
there was danger of his men getting
beyvond his control he commanded a
halt and addaressed himself to the task
of restralning the more belligerent, So
well were his efforts directed that he
gdon restored comparative order,

Sheriff Lowry had a difficult taglk to
perform bul he Landed It well and by
hig coolness and good nature did much
to neutrelize the bitterness and strifa
invited by the hehavior of hls subor-
dinate, The strikers flnally retired
and marchad back to their camp, There
were severnl other brushes with the
deputies but no actual collision,

After the miners returned (o eamp,
the officers conferred with thelr attors
ney, who advised them to quit march-
Ing until the court had heard the ar-
gument next Monday on the blll in
equity brought by the New York and
Cleveland Gas Coal company, as It
might Injure thelr case If they were
brought up for contempt before the
court.

NO MORE MARCHES,
President Dolan then |ssued
that mo marches would be
any of the mines of the New York
and Cleveland company untll further
orders, altheugh marches may be made
agalnst other places. In place of the
mavrching mass meetings will be held
and speeches made as a means of
keeping the miners of the company
from golng to work. Two meetings
will be held at Plum Creek tomorrow
afternoon at which addresses will be
muade by George Harvrls, of the central
Pennsylvanin field, Mrs, Jones, of Chi-
cago, Willlam Warner and Cameron
Miller.

LARGE DEMAND FOR PRODUCTS.

With production
much curtalled, stocks of eotton goods
are rapidly decreasing, and In woolens
Adviances have been made in elay wor-
stede and mixtures, flannels and mid-
dlegex suitings, Speculation in wool
continues, with prices about one cent
higher, but sales of 23400800 pounds
In two weeks show the willingness of
some holders to reallze,
